Born in Palermo, Sfeily, in 
1860, Orlando began his political 
career in 1888, shortly after the 
unification of Italy. 

Orlande was appointed minis- 
ter of education in 1903. He re- 
mained in the limelight of Italian 
politics until Mussolini came. to 
power. ‘He first supported but 
later opposed Facisth and with- 
drew from polities in 1925, to re- 
turn once again after the libera- 
ation of 1944.

Either situation, the jurists 
said,.is incompatible with being 
an international civil servant in 
the employ of the U.N. , 

The jurists are William De Wit 
Mitchell, New York lawyer and 
United States Attorney General 
under President Hoover; Sir Ed- 
win Herbert, leading London at- 
torney prominent in banking and 
insurance ci-cles, and Paul 
Veldekens, professor of law at 
the Catholic University of Lou- 
vain, Belgium, and president of 
the Belgian Supreme Court de- 
fense lawyers. 

Unanimous Opinion. 

The findings of the legal panel 
are not binding on Lie but are 
expected to have a strong bear- 
ing on future U.N. policy toward 
Communists on the staff. Lie 
withheld immediate comment on 
the report. 

The three lawyers said they 
were unanimous in their conclu- 
sions, reached in conferences 
during the last two weeks. These

Special Loyalty Inquiry. 
Anybody who admits he was 
once a Communist but says he is 
not one now should be the sub- 
ject of a special inquiry by the 
Secretary General and his loyal- 
ty board. Some people once were 
Communists to aid underground 
movements against Fascists and 
Nazis, the lawyers said. Others 
may have been genuinely con- 
verted although they are still 
subject to “anxious inquiry,” they 
added. 


Refusing to answer questions | 
on.grounds of self-incrimination 
is enough to prejudice continued 
employment by the U.N., the 
jurists said. 

Employes of the U.N. should be 
protected in their jobs, however, 
if there is a. change in adminis- 
tration in their homeland, pro- 
vided they do not engage in sub- 
versive activity against those re- 
gimes. This protects non-Red 
Czechoslovaks, White Russians 
and other Iron Curtain refugees, 
and many Latin Americans on 
the U.N. staff whose home gov- 
ernments have been overturned 
by revolutions. : 

The -group’s findings deal only 
with U.N: staff employes, not with 
members or employes of national 
delegations to the U.N.

200,000 ALCOHOLICS 
IN NEW YORK CITY, 
COUNCIL ESTIMATES

NEW YORK, Dec, 1—The Wel- | 


fare and Health Council of New 
York City estimated yesterday 
that there are bétween 200,000 
and 300,000 chronic alcoholics in 
the city, — 

Two reports prepared by the 
council conclude also that facili- 
ties in the city for dealing with 
these alcoholics are grossly in- 
adequate. 

One study estimated that alco- 
holism accounts for $50,000,000 
annual wage loss and for roughly 
10 per cent of the relief load. 

The other study group investi- 
gated the city’s treatment re- 
sources and found that although 
14,025 cases were treated for al- 
coholism last year, there are only 
96 beds especially set aside in 
four hospitals for such cases and 
most of the other treatment was 
limited to “sobering up.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (UP)— 
The Government announced a 
new purchasing policy yesterday 
which it called a “major step” in 
co-ordinating procurement  sys- 


tems of military and civilian 
agencies. 

Under the new policy the De- 
fense Department will obtain 
many “civilian type” items from 
the General Services Administra- 
tion rather than doing its own 
- buying. 

The new program, worked out 
by GSA, the Defense Department 
and | the Budget Bureau, is de- 
signed partly to meet criticism of 
waste in armed forces buying by 
letting GSA purchase items used 
both by the services and military 
agencies. The Defense Depart- 
ment will continue independent 
perenng of purely . military 


ms, 

The new policy statement was 

sued jointly by Secretary of 

fense Robert A. Lovett, Budget 
Director Frederick J, Lawton, 
and General Services Administra- 
tor Jess Larson. It represents 
another step in adopting recom- 
mendations of the. Hoover Com- 
mission on Reorganizing the Ex- 
ecutive Department. 

In their statement the heads of 
the three agencies specified a 
program for the “progressive 


transfer of responsibility. from | 


the Department of Defense to 
GSA for all or part or either the 
‘procurement or distribution of 
certain selected common use of 
Civilian type items.” 

GSA, which serves as the Gov- 
ernment’s central purchasing 
agent, in the future also will buy 
for the armed’ forces items used 
by other agencies, such as office 
furniture, paper, cleaning sup- 
plies and other materials. 

However, since “specific stud- 
ies are required in each in- 
stance,” the announcement said, 
transfers of purchasing responsi- 
bility will be made in each case 
on an item-by-item basis. 

“As each item is transferred,” 
the announcement’ continued, 
“GSA will announce requirements 
and the estimated dollar volume 
of purchases, Until such studies 
are completed, however, specific 
data will not be available. 

“In no case,” the announce- 
ment said, “will GSA take over 
items unless it has been deter- 
mined that the transfer is an- 
other step in the efficient and 
~ economical procurement program 
for the Government outlined in 
the oe which created the 
agency.” 

The  tilinatine program was 
started after the system of sepa- 
rate procurement was attacked 
in Congress as wasteful. Top 
Pentagon officials will be ques-

landed in Prague in a drenching cold rain. Some 20% civil 


and military planes were lined up on the apron of the dir- 
port, Jooking for all the world like a huddled group of barn- 


yard fowl caught unawares by the storm, shivering under their 


aluminum plumage. 


‘The airport was deserted. The only travelers in the waiting 
room were the 11 Canadians bound for the Peiping congress, two 
Americans with the same desination, half a dozen North Africans, 
and farm workers—members of the French labor congress—bound 


“ for a holiday in a Communist heaven. 


the same plane from Paris. 


The customs clérk treated us 
with supreme indifference, show- 
ing no hurry in the examination 
of our papers or the freeing of 
our baggage. 


Two huge photographic enlarge- 
ments hung on the wall, side by 
side, Jominating the room; one of 
Stalin, father of all peoples, the 
other of Klement Gottwald, presi- 
dent of the peoples democracy of 
Czechoslovakia. How familiar 
they were to become, always 
hanging side by side like Siamese 
twins. Everywhere Czecho- 
slovakia—in public parks, squares, 
waiting rooms and hotel .lobbies, 
Gottwald and Stalin share the 
spotlight, ~ 

But what of the expected quick- 
ening of the pulse as I set foot 
for the first time on Communist 
soil? 

Alas, I was so busy looking 
around and making notes that my 
arterial pressure will have to go 
unrecorded. 

I was soon aware that I was 
not attuned to my new surround- 
ings. The words I spoke had dif- 
ferent meanings. Democracy, 
Fascism, liberty, oppression, lib- 
eration, imperialism are all words 
which clearly have a different 
meaning behind the Iron Curtain. 
THEY are the democracies; WE 
are the dictatorships. To them, 
the seizure of power by the Com- 
munists was liberation; we are 
under the oppressive heel of’ cap- 
italism. The Russians are demo- 
cratic; the Americans are Fas- 
cists. 

Prague is a picturesque city. It 
spreads back on varying levels 
from the banks of the river Mol- 
dau, which snakes its way lazily 
around the hills of Bohemia to 
4oin its waters with the 
some 30 kilometers away. 

Before the war, Prague was a 
gay capital. The St. Wenceslas 
square in the heart of the city 
was lined with restaurants and 
sidewalk cafes, where orchestras 
played favorite selections of 
Czech music. 

I arrived in Prague on a Sat- 
urday. That evening I toured 
the square. No cafes, no orches- 
tras, no singing; no music. 

One out of every three of ‘the 
stores is a Communist office, in- 
formation bureau, library, propa- 
ganda and diffusion center of the 
doctrine and orders of the Com- 
munist party. 

A huge map shows Czechoslo- 
vakia at work. Each industrial cen- 
ter represented by flames, the 
color and size of which indicate 
the zeal with which it is pushing 
production toward the objectives 
of the Five-Year Plan. The 
flames flash on and off much like 
our traffic lights.

across the street, in another shop 
window, a kilo of sugar would 
cost you 140 koruna. This big 
difference can only be under- 
stood when you realize that in 
Czechoslovakia, as in all dictator- 
ships, there is a double price 
structure: The free market and 
the controlled market. 


The sale of most consumer 
articles, principally food and 
clothing, is rigorously controlled. 
You need ration coupons to buy 
such things as milk, butter, 
cheese, meat, eggs, shoes, cloth- 
ing ‘and coal. The price of tNese 
articles is set by the state, 
though they are sold in govern- 
ment sliops and in privately |¢ 
owned stores, of which there still 
are several operating. 

Along with the _ controlled 
market there exists a parallel 
market, or if you prefer the term, 


‘an authorized black market. Any- 


one who has enough money can 
trade in the black market, but 
the prices are fantastically high. 

A half-liter of milk costs four 
koruna with ration coupons, but 
it will cost you eight koruna 
without coupons. Eggs are. five 
koruna each, if you have coupons; 
without them, eggs are nine ko- 
runa each. A kilo of butter is 
80° koruna with coupons, 360 
koruna without. A kilo of beef 
can cost* anywhere from 40 to 60 
koruna with coupons, but the 
price rises to 150 or 240 koruna 
without the coupons. 

The cost of living in Czechoslo- 
vakia is, therefore, extremely dif- 
ficult to ascertain with any de- 
gree of exactness. 

While the official ration is not 
excessive, it is generous enouzh, 
but when a shortage occurs, the 
housewife is forced to get her 
provisions on the black market, 
and then the system can be 
ruinous. 

The cost of living in Prague, on 
the controlled market, is slightly 
higher than in Canada, Translat- 
ed into Canadian terms, butter 
costs 73 cents a pound; eggs, 72 
cents a dozen; sugar, 14 cents a 
pound; beef, 40 to 60 cents a 
pound. (This last item is cheaper 
than it is in Canada.) 

If you begin to examine luxury 
or semi-luxury’ items, the figures 
become astronomical. A woman’s 
sweater costs $40; a canvas 
schoolbag, $7.30; a good pair of 
men’s shoes, from $26 to $36; a 
baby’s blanket, $55, and a half- 
pound of chocolate, $4: 

In 1951, the average Czechoslo- 
vakian wage for a laborer was 
4903 koruna a month while the 
average white-collar salary was 
6476 koruna a month. These are 
the official figures given by the 
ministry of information. 

Translated into Canadian terms, 
a laborer gets an average of $22 
a week while a white-collar work- 
er earns @n average of $30 a 
week. Since the Canadian aver- 


age wate during the same period. 


was a little more than $50, we can 
say. in general, that the standard 
of living of the Canadian worker 
is more than double that; of the 
Czechoslovakian worker. 

In Czechoslovakia the work- 
week is a minimum of six days, 
48 hours. Overtime is strongly 
encouraged by the state. More- 
over, the worker's salary is based 
on. production figures, and, by

In World War 
I he served,in the Navy as a 
lieutenant. 


Shifted From Law Career. 


He had wanted a law career, 
but a sister’s marriage to John D,’ 
Rockefeller Jr. changed his life. 
In 1922, while he was working for 
the law firm of Murray, Prentice 
and Howland, he becanie chief 
counsel of the Qld Equitable 
Trust Co., in which the Rockefel- 
lers were interested. Aldrich be- 
gan to devote all his time not only 
to the legal aspects of banking, 
but to all phases of the business. 


In- 1929 the Equitable merged 
with the Seaboard National Bank, 
and three months later, after the, 
death of the merged bank’s presi- 
dent, Aldrich took on the job 
with the understanding that it 
would be temporary and that he 
would eventually go back to law. 
* The following. year the bank 
merged with«the Chase National 
Bank of New York. Aldrich re- 
mained president, with the late 
Albert H. Wiggin as chairman. 
Differences of policy developed 
between the two, Rockefeller was 
disquieted, and in 1933 Wiggin 
resigned and Aldrich became, at 
the age of 47, the head of the na- 
tion’s largest bank at the time. 
A devotee of the Adam Smith 
laissez-faire economy, Aldrich is 
a great believer in the founding 
principles of America, in individ- 
ual enterprise and in a free econ- 
omy. A_ sttong opponent of 
planned or directed economies, 
he has been an outspoken critic 
of the New and Fair Deals for 
many years. In 1944 he was treas- 
urer of the United Republican Fi- 
nance Committee for Greater New 
York. 


Continued Drop 
In West Europe 
Trade Reported 


In Contrast, U.N. 
Finds Expansion of 
Production in Iron 
_ Curtain Countries.

‘ Dec. 1. 
HE economy of western Eu- 
rope “continued to decline” in 

‘the second quarter of 1952, 
the United Nations Economic 
Commission for Europe reported 
yesterday. 

In the Iron Curtain countries 
of eastern Europe, however, in- 
dustrial production appeared to 
be expanding, the commission 
said, although consumption -stand- 
ards do not show a corresponding 
rise, notably in Czechoslovakia 
and Poland. 


Industrial production in west 
Europe was said to be generally 
lower than a year ago. West 
Germany and France are “excep- 
tions, but even these countries 
were affected by the recession,” 
the commission’s quarterly bulle- 
tin’ said. 


On the whole, the report is a 
gloomy one. Britain showed a 
decline of 5 per cent in industrial 
production from the levels 
reached a year ago. In smaller 
industrial nations, the pattern is 
the same: A decline in both pro- 
duction and consumption. 


Most western European govern- 
ments have been forced to cut 
back their rearmament programs 
because of dollar shortages, budg- 
etary troubles and engineering 
bottlenecks, the economists said. 


They reported that the cost of 
living is on the rise in’ Great 
Britain and France, though wages 
and retail prices in general re- 
mained stable. Unemployment 
exists in textile and other con- 
sumer goods industries, but there 
is a shotage of labor in heavy in- 
dustry. 

The bulletin found two favor- 
able conditions: 

1. Coal production has risen to 
the point where imports from the 
United States, paid for in dollars, 
can.stop soon. 

2. Harvests were good and it 
will probably be unnecessary to 
import foodstuffs. 


Britain’s sales to the sterling 
bloc countries fell sharply in the 
second quarter, the bulletin stat- 
ed, “but this may provide greater 
incentive to export to other areas 
of more direct consequence in the 
hard currency reckoning.” 


The volume of trade among 
eastern European countries has 
increased 10 times over 1938, and 
the rise of the trade between these 
Communist nations and China “is 
no Jess spectacular,” the bulletin 
said.

Truman Plans Farewell Speech 


Niche in History 


Whether It Will Be Fireside Chat or Ad- 
dress to Congress Is Undecided, but: He 
Hopes to Make It His Best ercainabes 


The ghostliest of all the former 
great is, of course, President 
Truman. It is symptomatic of the 
Washington atmosphere that the 
chief business these days in the 
White House is the writing of a 
speech for the President — Tru- 
man’s farewell address, 


President “Truman evidently 
hopes that it will be called ,ust 
that in the future, for the speech 
is being written with the history 
books firmly in mind. No other 
Truman speech has received such 
careful thought and anguished at- 
tention. This is the speecn, ap- 
parently, for which Truman hopes 
he is to be remembered, and ir 
the light of which his sever-year 
tenure of office is to be judged. 


Much thought ts being given 

to the appropriate form for the 
farewell address. -One schoo! oj 
thought favors an address to Con- 
gress, between the time when the 
new Congress convenes and Gen. 
Eisenhower is inauguratec as 
' President. 
The halls of Congress, it is 
}argued, will provide the sppro- 
priate aura of dignity end history- 
in-the-making. ~ 

The trouble is. according to a 
second schol of thought in the 
White House, that very few citi- 
zens will hear the President’s 
historic words, since an addre<s 
to Congress cannot be delivered 
at a good rad‘o-listening hour. 

This second school favors a 
farewell address in the form of 
a fireside chat, at a time when 
citizens will be héndy to their 
radios. 

Clearly, ‘if Truman’s farewell 
address is to have the impact over 
the years which he hopes, both 
the violent partisanship which 
has characterized Truman’s po- 
litical utterances, and the dullness 
which has often marked his move 
serious efforts must be avoided. 

Advance reports suggest that 
the note of humility which 
marked the President’s public 
statements seven long years ago 
and which has since been buried 
under the famous presidential 
cockiness will be introduced again 
in the farewell address. 

The President, it is said, will 
even break all precedent by

ASHINGTON is a city peopled by ghosts. The new great—the 
W mnes who will soon wield the power in this captial of the. free 
world—are almost all elsewhere. The former, great, the movers 
and shakers of only a few weeks ago, now seem actually to have 
shrunk in physical size, and even to have become faintly transparent. 


Obviously, however, the speech 
is not going to welcome the ac- 
cession of the Republicans to 
power, nor are Truman’s mis- 
takes going to be emphasized at 
the expense of what he considers 
his successes. 


According to those close to him, 
Truman is quite genuinely. proud 
of: the achievements of his Ad- 
ministration, both at home and 
abroad. He also quite génuinely 
believes that a Republican admin- 
istration may actually lead to the 
disasters of which he warned so 
shrilly during the campaign. 


He really believes, for eXam- 
ple, that those twin Truman dev- 
ils, “the lobbyists and the special 
interests,” will move in to claim 
their own, with the inexperienced 
new President powerless to con- 
trol their avarice. He really be- 
lieves what he so often said dur- 
ing the campaign, that President 
Eisenhower will prove the ¢aptive 
of Senator Taft, and that the 
basic structure of American for- 
eign policy, of which Truman is 
so proud, is therefore in danger. 


He also believes that all the 
troubles that will ensue will be 
blamed unjustly on the preceding 
Democratic administration by the 
Republicans. He has good reason 
for so believing, since these were 
precisely the tactics adopted by 
his own party after 1932. 


His farewell address will, there- : 
fore, be designed to act as a sort 
of preliminary makeweight in the 
minds of the voters, to balance - 
the circus of fmvestigations, into 
the sins of omission and come.

Law enforcement in any community’m 

_ impartial, determined and intelligent. If it lacks 
any one of these elements it is likely to hecome 
progressively less effective. And ‘ineffective po- 
lic work holds very neal dangers for every citizen. 

«The new grand jury certainly oyght to be able 

to assess the determination and impartiality of 
law enforcement in St. Louis. It may find the 
Police Department deserving of high praise on 
-both scores, and we hope that is the case, 

But with respect to the glement of intelli- 
gence in Jaw enforcement, a less complimentary 
picture already has been drawn. It is the product 
of the September term grand jury, which began 
the inquiry as an outgrowth of the Randazzo 
beating case. And it bears not only. on police 
work, but on procedures in the offices of. the 
Circuit Attorney and Sheriff as well. 

The old grand jury became alarmed at the 
sharp rise in the number of murders in the city 
an average of more than two a week this year 
as compared to more than one a week last year. 
It sought to determine the weaknesses in our 
present method; of apprehending and prosecut- 
ing persons accused of murder. 

What -it found was not reassuring. It ticked off 
the Police Department on four specific counts, 
Including ineptitude by improperly trained offi- 


cers in gathering of evidence, and a tendency to 


obtain a murder confession and cal) it quits. 


It found poor ¢o-operation between the Cir- . 


cuit Attorney and the police in the gathering 
and preparing of evidence. It hinted that the 
Circuit Attorney’s office failed to exgming each 
‘murder case carefully in advance of presenting 
it to a grand jury. | 

It found the Sheriff's office guilty of slip-shod 
methods in the serving of subpenas, a. factor 
tending to delay and obstruct prosecution. 

It also blasted the Police Board itself for 
“apathy and indifference to responsibility for 
law enforcement,” and found some officers had 
an “incredible lack of information” about known 
hoodlums. . 

The Police Board has taken issue with some 
of the jury’s findings, but it promises to review 
the report and take corrective action where indi- 
cated. This will be a gain. Both the Circuit At- 
torney and Sheriff ought to follow suit, And 
Police Board members might well forswear any 
more of the “private” investigations like that by 
Nicholas A. Reidy which caused such a damag- 
ing delay in the Randazzo case. 

The September jury’s report has dealt a sharp 
blow to public confidence in our law enforce- 
ment agencies. It is up to the December jury to 
continue the investigation so that the public 
may know in full detail the current state of law 
enforcement in St. Louis. 
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Did Mr. Nixon Say That? 

Vice President-elect Richard Nixon is quoted 
in a London newspaper as saying he is against 
the partition of Ireland. Furthermore, he is al- 
leged to have said that America might use its 


economic aid to compel Britain to help unify — 


North Ireland with the Irish Republic. 

This gtatement was reported from an inter- 
view with the Irish Press Agency, as published 
in the Irish Government bulletin and reprinted 
in the London Daily-Telegraph. Thus it is round-* 
about and third-hand, and perhaps Mr. Nixon 
never said it. Americans can hope not. 

For an American official, such a statement is 
a gratuitous invitation for trouble. The Irish 
partition question is a hornets’ nest and it does 
not concern the United States Government. Cer 
tainly the next Vice President would have ‘no 
business getting involved in somebody's else's 
domestic battles. 

Beyond that, it is preposterous to assume 
that America can buy the policies of other 
nations as if they were lumber or manganese. 
A few Congressmen have tried. They tied some 
strings to foreign aid because they thought they 
could purchase a policy useful to the United 
States. But nobody has tried to tie up a major 
ally with our money to help still a third coun- 
try—or part of it. 

All in all, the most charitable explanation of 
the London report is that whatever Mr, Nixon 
_ said was garbled in transmission, and he did not 
say what he is reported to have said. Perhaps he

These statements are only vague hints as to 
the expenses of the campaign.’

The Boggs committee ought to try to get the 
full picture. Then it ought to recommend realis- 
tie limits and unified responsibility for all cam- 
paign spending. The role of money in politics 
ought to be held down as much as possible, and 
the voters have a right to know what it is. 

Even more disturbing than the high expendi- 
tures for yotes were the outrageous charges 
made by some campaign speakers: Smearing and 
scurrility are not new in American. politics, but 
they seemed this year to touch a new low. Many 
voters would like to see them controlled by ea 
code of ethics in our corrupt practices law.

It should rather 
be an effort by members of both parties to pro- 
vide safeguards for the most essential element 
in our democratic system: the method by which 
free citizens freely choose their government. 
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The Saar, Advantage to France 

Both the French and the Germans say that 
they are satisfied with the outcome of Sunday's 
voting in the Saar. But the French have the 
bigger figures behind their smiles. Deprived of 
a place on the ballot, the pro-Germans could 
only appeal to the voters to stay away from 
the polls or to cast blank ballots. 

Well, only about 50,000 Saarlanders remained 
at home, and some of them probably had broken 
legs or the mumps. Another 141,903 voters did 
cast invalid ballots. That was about, 24 per 
cent of the total. The other 437,328 votes went 
to the four parties which took genuine parts in 
the election. Of these, 239,383 went to the 
Christian People’s party of Prime Minister Jo- 
hannes Hoffman. 

So the new parliament certainly will be domi- 
nated by the party which at least for the time 
being supports the arrangement under which 
the Saar is politically independent but economi- 
cally tied to France. In the long run, Hoffman’s 
followers want to see the Saar “Europeanized,” 
which means that they want it to be the gutono- 
mous seat of an integrated European /govern- 
ment, a kind of continental District of Columbia. 

The invalid ballots and the absentees, how- 
ever, give those who want the industrial area 
returned to German rule fair support for their 
argument that they are. now the second strong- 
est political element in the Saar, stronger than 
the Social Democratie opposition. 

As a matter of fact, the pro-German Saarjand- 
ers did get enough votes to cause trouble. It is 
not going to be easy to get talks on the future 
of the Saar going again between Paris and 


- Bonn, and to bring them to a satisfactory con- 


clusion, Both sides are likely to be stubborn, 
and that is not going to be good for Franco- 
German relations, the Schuman Plan or a united 
Europe. 


Detour in the Ricca Case 

Attorney General MecGranery has ordered an 
investigation to see if bribery figured in the 
parole of the notorious Capone threesome: Paul 
(the Waiter) Ricca,’ Louis (Little New York) 
Campagna and Charles (Cherry Nose) Gioe. 
Pending that inquiry, the Attorney General has 
uncovered an extraordinary case of clogged chan- 
nels in his own department. 

The case of Ricca, Campagna and Gioe has 
been kicked around for five years—ever since 
they were paroled after serving only a third of 
their 10-year sentences for extortion. In 1948 a 
House committee demanded that the three men 
be put back in prison. The question of bribery 
had been raised before that. But the cases ran 
into long legal entanglements and nothing was 
accomplished. ) ' 

The way the Justice Department tripped over 
itself is another part of the strange story. Early 
this month the department sent a telegram in- 
structing its Chicago office to stop an appeal to 
get Ricca back behind bars. But this order was 
never cleared with Mr. McGranery. 

Instead the order went through the hands of 
geven subordinates, one of whom, the Attorney 
General says, sat on it for nearly two months. 
The department had until Nov. 8 to file an ap- 
peal but by the time the head of the department 
found out about the order not to -file it the 
deadline was past. 

Mr. McGranery deserves credit for trying to 
uncover the facts in this case. In doing so he 
has encountered a piece of rubberstamped mis- 
management which he can correct in his own

One of the most important tests which 
the Eisenhower Administration will face 
has hardly been. mentioned. It was little 
referred to in the campaign and any fleet- 
pe referenees were iost in all that was 
said about Korea, Europe, corruption, in- 
flation and high taxes. This largely over- 
looked issue is the fate of the regulatory 
commissions whose policies and rulings 
have so direct an effect on the American 
consumer—the average, rank-and-file citi- 
zen, who multiplied 158 million times 
makes up this nation of ours. , 


These agencies have names which sound 
uninteresting and ee ee 
Power Commission, Federal Trade Com- 
mission, Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, Civil Aeronautics Board, Interstate 
Commerce Commission and so.on. Yet the 
work which they do is anything but dull. 
Anyone who is uninterested in these com- 
missions, their personnel and their deci- 
sions is in effect uninterested in his—or 
her—own welfare.

What is to be the policy with regard to 
shoddy products which unscrupulous ‘man- 
ufacturers attempt to place in interstate 
commerce? Is Uncle Sam to continue to 
be > vigilant policeman that he has 
been? Or is he goihg to stroll up a side 
street for a while? 


What about advertising that makes 
claims which can be proved to be false? 
Will the advertisers be required to cease 
their untruthful or misleading claims and 
will the public be informed through of- 
ficial releases of this information?

Good Men Are Needed 


Up to now the FCC has considered it 
more important that the right of free ex- 
pression be protected than that statements 
which offend minority or even majorit 

ps be eliminated or even reduced. 
ndeed it has acted in the conviction that 
recognition of the latter would: be a vio- 
lation of the former. 


This problem is only representative of 
the many issues that will be reviewed, in 
one way or another, by the federa) agen- 
cies and commissions in the new Adminis- 
tration. Terms of agency members will be 
expiring and new commissioners will be 
appointed. The experience and attitude 
of the new commissioners will determine 
the character of the administration of the 
agencies. The results could be as differ- 
ent as night is different from day. 


These commissions have not always re- 
ceived the most — appointees in the 
Roosevelt and Administrations. 
Some. commissionerships. have. gone to 
lame ducks. Some have been passed out 
to cronies. But on the whole the level has 
been relatively high. Appointments have 


lieved that Congress meant business when 
it ordered regulation in the public interest.

The commissions have contained, at any 
given time, esough courageous members 
to stand off predatory influences. The 
beneficiaries have been the small business 
men, the housewives, the industrial work- 
ers, the farmers, the school teachers and 
all the other average citizens of this vast 
land.

UREY CALLS WESTERN 


UNITY VITAL 10 PEACE 


Says It Is More Important 
Than Keeping Ahead of 
Reds in Atom Race. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (AP)— 
Dr. Harold C. Urey, Nobel prize- 
winning atomic scientist, said last 
night that unity between America 
and its allies is more vital for 
world peace than keeping ahead 
of Soviet atomic progress. 

The atomic might of the United 
States, Urey said, has been a 
major deterrent against Red ag- 
gression in Europe and this must 
be continued. 

Interviewed on NBC’s television 
show, “Meet the Press,” the Uni- 
versity of Chicago scientist said 
it is important that the govern- 
ments of Western Europe “that 
have been practicing the same 
sort of civil liberties for their 
citizens” be organized. Urey ex- 
plained: 

“While we are thoroughly dis- 
organized as between ourselves 
and our allies, whom we need 
very badly, the other side of this 
cold war is very thoroughly or- 
ganized along their lines—by com- 
pulsion—but nevertheless organ- 
ized.” 

Urey. said America must as- 
sume that the Russians now have 
or will have soon all her atomic 
secrets—either by their own in- 
genuity or through leaks. 

Urey said it cannot be assumed 
that the United States by its su- 
perior sources of electric power 
and uranium can keep ahead of 
the Russians in turning out hydro- 
gen bombs. 

“There are many processes for 
making uranium,” he said. “It is 
not necessarily true that we have 
found the most economic one.” 

‘Urey urged that America con- 
tinue to press ahead with atomic 
research, declaring, “we can’t go 
forward in ignorance.” 

“None of us knows whether we 
can get the cost of atomic power 
down to the cost we can afford, 
but we must continue to try to do

Spring’s symposium, Olsen urged 
that the country “find a means of 
conserving ous greatest natural 
resource—namely our natural re- 
sourcefulness.” 

In comment on the unconven- 
tional researcher’s itatidn with 
things in existence, he said, ‘‘Ne- 
cessity may be the mother of in- 
vention, but irritation would seem 
to be its generating ‘ather.’

Dean Morrough P. O’Brien of 
the University of California’s Col- 
lege of Engineering (Berkeley 
campus), said “McCarran would 
do higher education: in this coun- 
try a great deal more good by 
sending any specific information 
he has to the heads of the in- 
stitutions concerned rather than 
by smearing them all with this 
sort of thing.” 

The president of Vassar, Miss 
Sarah Gibson Blanding, said she 
was not president during the 
period referred to by .Dr. Dodd, 
but she said she had no knowl- 
edge of any “cells” at Vassar, and 
thought it “manifestly unfair” to 
link college faculty members to 
Communists because “at one time 
or another, one or more of the 
faculty members of that period 
might have spoken up in favor of 
Russia.” 

President Margaret Clapp of 
| Wellesley said “we know of no 
‘Communist unit operating on the 
campus’ and we are satisfied that 
no member of the Wellesley facul- 
ty has used his classroom for the 
purpose of indoctrinating Com- 
munist party principles of the 
‘party line’ of the Cominform.” 

Similar denials came from 
spokesmen for New York.

RABAT, French Morocco, Dec. 
1 (AP)—Gen. Augustin Guillaume, 
French resident general, opened 
the December session of the Mor- 
occan government council today 
with a pledge of progressively 
greater home rule for Morocco.

Flight Engineers’ Strike 
Affects Only Constella- 
tions — Small Ships 
Can’t Absorb Traffic. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1 (AP)}— 
Flight Engineers went on strike 


today against Eastern Air Lines 
Inc., grounding the company’s 
fleet of Constellation planes east 
f the Mississippi river. 

The walkout by members of 
the A.F.L. Flight Engineers In- 
Association came 
after weeks of fruitless contract 
negotiations. 

* Airline service at about a 
dozen major points from St. Louis 
'to New York and from Boston 
‘to Miami was affected. 

The strike halted only the big 
four-efhgine Constellations, how- 
ever, since these are the only 
Eastern Air Lines planes carry- 
ing flight engineers. The com- 
pany said a majority of its planes 
—four-engined DC-4s, and two- 
engine Martin 404s—were run- 
ning on schedule. 

A spokesman for the airline 
said it appeared unlikely that 
these smaller planes could ab- 
sorb .the additional passenger 
volume from the grounded Con- 
stellations. 

At New York International 
airport, scores of passengers, 
their scheduled flights cancelled 
by the strike, crowded impa- 
tiently around ticket counters, 

Takeoffs were cancelled in At- 
lanta, Ga.; Miami, Fla.; Memphis, 
Tenn.; Washington and Chicago. 
Pickets marched in front of some 
airport installations. 

Some 160 engineers who nor- 
mally ride the Constellations are 
involved in the walkout, which 
followed expiration yesterday of 
their contract with the company. 

Sidney R. Carter, the union’s 
vice president, said four months 
of talks had failed to produce a 
satisfactory pay formula. He said 
engineers have been accepting 
their pay checks “under protest” 
since a contested arbitration last 
spring. Hours flown and speed 
and gross weight of aircraft are 
involved in the pay dispute, he 
said. 

The airline said engineers now 
get from $5160 to $8160 annually 
for 85 hours flying monthly. The 
company said it offered $5700 to 
$9000. 

At major Eastern Air Line ter- 
minals, here was the picture this 
morning: 

Miami—14 out of 40 outbound 
flights cancelled so far. 

Atlanta—24 flights affected, 
leaving 100 flights by other type 
planes unaffected.

Boston—Company official de- 
clines statement, pending word 
from New York headquarters. 

Newark—Picket lines on duty, 
‘but no Constellation flights 
scheduled until mid-afternoon. 

Other major points involved in- 
clude Pittsburgh, Detroit, San 
Antonio and Puerto Rico.

Canadia, Australia for Junk- 
ing Curbs Quickly—Asian 
Group Urges Caution. 


LONDON, Dec. 1 (AP)—British 
commonwealth premiers, who 
agreed in three hours that trade 
barriers should go, seemed sharp- 
ly divided today on just how to 
turn that trick. 

Canada, the commonwealth’s 


sole hard currency partner, called 
yesterday for.a quick end to eco- 
nomic restrictions to help restore 
stability among the nine nations. 
The Prime Ministers, here for a 
two-week economic and finance 
conference, resumed their talks 
today. 

Since Friday, conference 
sources say, Canada has emerged 
as the strong supporter of the 
scrap-restrictions-fast approach to 
commonwealth problems. While 
the broad view that restrictions 
should go commands general ac- 
ceptance, conference sources is- 
dicated, the time element is 
dividing delegates into two camps. 

Australia, now enjoying a flush 
of trade prosperity after a lean 
period of deficit, supports Can- 
ada’s view that shortcuts should 
_ be found to freer trade and a 
_pound that can be converted into 
any other currency without gov- 
ernment control. . Australia al- 
ready has announced its decision 
to relax a number of import con- 
trols. 

On the other hand, the Asian 
group of commonwealth partners, 
notably Ceylon and Pakistan, 
view the Canadian approach with 
a passive eye. Both have moved 
from trade prosperity to deficit 
phases in about a year. Pakistani 
and Ceylonese leaders claim too- 
rapid achievement of a freely 
convertible pound and free trade 
would involve risks they prefer

Base af Thule Makes Possi

Creation of a major air base in 
the Arctic wastes at Thule, Green- 
land, has opened vast and impor- 
tant new horizons to aviation. On 
Nov, 20, a Scandinavian Airlines

COPENHAGEN, Denmark, 
| ’ Dee. 1 (INS). 

' HERE was snow in the high 
mountains back of Los An- 
geles, snow on the bleak Ca- 

nadian prairies,. snow in the 
Arctic wastes, but only a thin 
white powder on the key air base 
at Thule in Greenland. 


All through the long, dark win- 
ter while Arctic blizzards howl 
and the snow lies in drifts 60 
feed deep, the runways at Thule 
remain clear. 


Because of this strange phe- 
nomena of nature, perhaps more 
than any other reason, the one 
time Eskimo center at Thule has 
grown into one of the world’s 
mightiest air bases—a base that 
can also serve as the hub of pas- 
senger flights to Asia, Europe 
and North America. 


Can it be done? A Scandinavi- 
an Airlines DC-6B did it the other 
day, flying the -5882 miles be- 
tween Los Angeles and Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, in 24 hours, 3 
minutes—right on schedule. 

Carrying 22 passengers, a crew 
of seven,’ and six technical ad- 
visers, the airliner operated far 
above the western desert of the 
United States, the wheat fields of 
Canada, and the 10,000-foot deep 
ice cap of Greenland. It demon- 
strated the practicality of flying 
across the top of the world by 
cutting nearly 1200 miles and 16 
hours off the normal Los An- 
geles-Copenhagen flight. 


One of the passengers on the 
history-making—but, in itself, un- 
eventful—flight was Eske Brun, 
former governor of Greenland and 
now head of the colonial depart- 
ment of Denmark’s royal govern- 
ment. 

“The Arctic ocean,” he said 
simply, “is a northern Mediters 
ranean, Asia, North America and 
Europe all border the Arctic— 
containing, as they do, nine- 
tenths of the world’s population. 

“The Arctic should -be the nat- 
ural means of contact and travel 
between these continents and 
these peoples. Ice and cold have 
stopped them in the past. But 
the airplane—now that it has 
year-around bases—has changed 
all that. And Thule is the an- 
swer and reason.”

i KETCHING bold, straight lines 
§ across. a polar map as the 

plane droned over the Cana- 
dian wheat fields, Brun added: 

“Thule is based squarely on 
the great circle track between the 
west coast of North America and 
West Europe. It is also on the 
best feasible course to Tokyo and 
the Far East. And for a more 
peaceful time, it is squarely on 
the rounds leading to Moscow and 
the great cities of eastern Europe 
and Asia.” 

Col. Bernt Balchen, Arctic ex- 
pert and director of air installa- 
tions for the United States Air 
Force, also was on the first com- 
mercial flight via Thule. He 
pointed out that navigational 
aids, alternate landing fields, and 
the always-clear runways at Thule 
make possible the operation of 
passenger traffic over the polar 
region. 

It took the airliner, with the 
bold outlines of a Viking dragon 
ship on its sides, only seven hours 
to complete:the first leg of the 
two-stop voyage: the airfield at 
Edmonton, Alberta. Probably the

routing of passenger traffic over 
the Arctic is the relative short- 
ness of the Edmonton runways, 
which are no longer than 5800 
feet. Runways of approximately 
8500 feet are necessary for ,the 
full potential of the big inter- 
continental plants, but lengthen- 
ing of the Edmonton strips al- 
ready has been planned with the 
use of larger planes for the air- 
lift of uranium ore from the rich 
mines at Great Slave lake to the 
refining center at Edmonton. Thus 
the biggest remaining problem on 
the northern route will be solved. 


As we took off from Edmonton

“The idea-of an air base at Thule 
has been my dream since I first 
suggested it to Gen. (Hap) Arnold, 
former Air Force chief, 10 years 
ago.

Far East or Europe, as the need 
may arise. 

“Most important is the fact that 
in this area of Greenland, precipi- 
tation averages less than 2.5 
inches per year.

But because 
of the very low precipitation and 
the relatively strong surface winds 
at Thule, the runways are always 
clear.” 

Thule, Col. Balchen added, can 
be supplied with gasoline and 
other necessary commodities by 
surface means during five months 
of the year.

RINCIPAL problem confront- 
P ing polar flights in the future 

is ‘the radio disturbances 
caused by the north magnetic 
pole. Temporary radio blackouts 
sometimes occur for periods of 
one or two days, but these pe- 
riods are predicted several days 
in advance by the ionospheric 
forecasting service in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

On our flight, radio stations in 
Alaska and Canada were constant- 
ly being checked by the plane 
crew. They also “read” signals 
from Pestwick in Scotland, Kefla- 
vik in Iceland, Stavanger in Nor- 
way and from’the weathership 
“M” stationed in the Norwegian 
sea. Other radio facilities on Jan 
Mayen island were also being 
used on a standby basis.

Speeding Up the Drying Time 
of Paint. 

HERE are a lot of things in 

this world that can’t be hurried, 

such as women getting ready 
to go out, waiters at expensive 
restaurants and small boys ‘on 
their way to school, bed or wher- 
ever they are supposed to go, For 
years people believed that the 
drying time of paint couldn’t be 
hurried, but now we know that 
it can. 


* One of the easiest ways to make 
paint dry in a hurry is to apply 
the paint on a day when the 
weather is warm and there is not 
much moisture in the air. A good 
portion of the drying process of 
paint depends on evaporation, and 
when the humidity is low the 
evaporation of the liquid in the 
paint will be speeded up consider- 
ably over a humid day. 

We can speed up the drying of 
paint by opening the windows and 
doors in a freshly painted room, 
for this allows air to circulate 
over the wet surface and speed up 
the evaporation process. You'll 
find this especially useful when 
working with water-thinned paints 
on wails and ceilings. 

Using a small portable electric 
fan to circulate the air_ through 
the room is also helpful when

Just before 
I went up there with Mrs, Thomas, 
someone handed me one of those 
little old ladies’ bouquets and 
then someone pinned something 
on me, it felt just like a black 
bug, but I couldn’t look down.

They took me by surprise, 
I was in from the backwoods, and 
I didn’t know what they were up 
to. So while I thought I was 
talking to Mrs. Thomas, I spoke 
to 400 people at the Thanksgiving 
forum in Gimbels’ auditorium.

Now the board is ready 
for the scene, whatever the mind 
may produce, a landscape, an old 
bridge, a dream, or a summer or 
winter scene, childhood memories, 
but always something pleasing 
and cheerful, I like bright colors 
and activity. 

I use masonite or hard wood to 
paint on, because it will last 
many years longer than canvas. 
Sometimes the frames are hard 
to obtain, they may be pretty 
frames, but in a dilapidated con- 
dition, then I must use hammer 
and nails. The frames should al- 
ways blend with the paintings for 
best effect. 

When I paint, I study and study 
the outside lots of times. Often 
I get at a loss to know just what 
shade of green, and there are a 
hundred trees that have each 
three or four shades of green in 
them. I look at a tree and I see 
the limbs, and then the next part 
of the tree is a dark, dark black 
green, then I have got to make 
a little lighter green, and so on.
